Mme. de Finfe was cited to appear before the 
courts to show cause why such a conncil should 
not be appointed, and n January last she did 
appear, but only to oppose the interdiction in a 
curious manner. She declared that Rafael de 
PFinfe was not her son—that che never had 4 
ehild—and she demanded a bodily examination 
by medical experts to prove that abe had pever 
borne children. According to her story, finding 
that she was Darren, M. de Finfe bad found a 
chiid for adoption on the lith of December, 1846, 
whose tat civil was regulated at Montmorency. 
and inscribed as fires born of Finfe and his 
legitimate wife Heloise Messager. This child 
dying on the 18th of December, 1846, it was re- 
‘aced by another, born on the 16th of January, 
847, inscribed under the name of Leon, 
father aud mother unknown,“ and put out to 
parse near Guiscard, Owe. This boy was in- 
scribed as born of M. and Mme. fe Finfe, but 
after some quarreis with hbors, one thought 
te reveoge some affront i the 
Finfes for perjury, * having taken oath that 
this was their child, ey defénded themselves 
in the courts of law. On dtamining the records 
it was found that this was perfectly correct. 
Bro up for perjury and substitution of chil- 
dren before the tribunal of Pontoise, on the 10th 
of January, 1851, they protested their innocence 
of violating Art. 327 of the Civil Code, ana 
laimed the child as their own. Now, Mme. de 
fe confessed @ their perjury, and it must be 
coneéded that all this weot to support her alie- 
gations, The Vicomte de Finfe was thunder- 
struck. He desisted at once from his demand 
for the in ion of his mother, and wanted 
to hush the matter un; but the case beiig u- 
ready in the bands of the law, the Court refused 
to allow it to rest. The young man felt that he 
was lost, but the reasons for this action of the 
Judge will be apparent after reading she final de- 
cision. A medical commission was appointed to 
examine Mme. Fiofe, and, in fact, it reported 
that she had never been as mother. This would 
appear to settle the case. But after a bearing, 
the Court decided that it is dot now 
competent for Mme, de Finfe to contest the 
identity of the child she reared and tended in- 
cessantly; whom she presented to society and 
married as her legitimate son ; that, moreover, 
the facte she urges are denied by the proofs 
t them, and that Rafael de Finfe, being 
able to justify bis constant status of legitimate 
son, is now entitled to have full possession of 
the title and condition it confers him.“ M. 
Rafael de Finfe can now —— mie his de- 
mand for a goardianship for bis mother, whose 
former eccentricity, it was amply proved on 
trial, had increased with years and ges 
into a state of ansound mind. If not 
exactly a lunatic, Mme, de Finfe is not 
far from it. Under the circumstances. this do- 
cision is unsatisfactory, ag M. de Finfe is a man 
of good character, good morals, and excellent 
reputation: but, nevertheless, one is inclined to 
muses little upan the report of the medical 
commission appointed to examine the body of 
Mme. de Finfe.

ANDREW JOHNSON DEAD. — 

Ex- President AnpRrew Jounson died yester- 
day in Tennessee, from the effect of a paraly- 
sis with which he had been stricken on Fri- 
day. He was born Dec. 29, 1808, and was in 
the 68th year of his age. His public record 
is a remarkable one. At 10 years of age he 
was apprenticed to a tailor, and worked at 
that buginess in Raleigh, N. C., until he was 
18,— teaching himself to read. With his 
widowed mother, he moved to Greenville, in 
East Tennessee, where he worked at his trade 
and married. At 20 years he was elected an 
Alderman of the town ; was Mayor from 23 
to 26; a member of the Legislature from 27 
to 31; canvassed the State as Presidential 
Elector at 32 ; elected to State Senate at 33; 
to Congress at 35; and, during ten years’ 
continuous service, took an important and 
conspicuous part in legislation ; served four 
years (until 1857) as Governor of Tennessee ; 
was then elected United States Senator for six 
years; arrayed himself on the side of the 
Union and against Rebellion; was appointed 
Military Governor of Tennessee from 1862 to 
1865; was elected Vice-President November, 
1864; inaugurated March 4, 1865; succeeded 
as President of the United States April 15 in 
the same year; retired March 4, 1869; and in 
February, 1875, was elected United States 
Senator, taking his seat on the 4th of March. 
From his election as Village Aldermen in 
1820 to the time of his death he was con- 
tinuously in elective office, except during the 


time he served as Military Governor, and the 


six years following the expiration of his 
term as President. 

Anprew Jorfison was no ordinary man. 
Indeed, he was an extraordinary character. 
His. success was due to no advantages of 
wealth, family, or education. He was 
poor at the outset, and remained com- 
paratively poor to the end. He was thrifty 
and sparing in his expenditures. He was 
a man of great natural abilities, which made 
themselves conspicuous despite his illiteracy 
and want of education; they enabled him to 
surmount obstacles that were fatal to others, 
He enjoyed the personal confidence of his 
infmediate neighbors, and of the people of 
his State, and that confidence had even a 
wider constituency among the American peo- 
ple. 

There was one particular in his character 
that should never bé forgotten, and which 
should serve as an incentive to all classes, 
and especially to men holding public station, 
and that was his inflexible personal honesty. 
No suspicion of any official turpitude ever 
existed of AnprEw Jomnson ; and it was to 
the public faith in his integrity that he owed 
the victories which he gained in his contests 
in his own State. 

Anprew Jounson’s public career, of course, 
reached its zenith in the Presidency. The 
extraordinary events of his Presidency are 
fresh in the memory of the public. He suc- 
ceeded Mr. Leo under the awful and un- 
precedented circumstances of assassination. 
He succeeded at the close of along bloody 
civil war, when the Government had to deal 
with even the more difficult question of the 
reconstruction of twelve millions of people, 
four millions of whom had been elevated 
from the personal condition of slavery to that 
of freedom and political citizenship. Be- 
tween the two races, the line which separated 
the superior from the inferior had been 
broad and impassable for a century; it 
had been intensified by the comparative igno- 
rance of the one race and the cultivation of 
the other; and the problem which met the 
Administration of, Jonson was how to create, 
upon an enduring basis, Governments for 
these people in which there should be no dis- 
tinctions of race or color, and where the 
master and slave were to be on a common 
level of right, of freedom, and political 
equality. 

One of the peculiar traits of Anpzxw 
Jounson’s character was inordinate egotism,— 
his complete confidence in himself and in 
the unbending pertinacity or obstinacy with 
which he adhered to his own ignorant con- 
victions. Before the meeting of Congress he 
had marked out his policy ” of negro serf- 
dom, and sought to so commit the Govern- 
ment thereto that Congress would have to 
acquiesce. But Congress refused, and 
for three years there was a constant 
and bitter struggle between the Executive 
and Legislative Departments. The President 
vetoed- all the measures of Reconstruction, 
and, so far as he was able, used his authority 
to nullify and defeat them. Congress, on the 
other hand, resorted to legislation having for 
its practical effect to deprive the President of 
the power to remove and appoint the civil 
officers of the Government, including even 
the members of his own Cabinet. The Pres- 
ident was not amiable under the controversy. 
He was defiant and aggressive, and was es- 
pecially abusive in his speech. The Con- 
gress, fortified by an overwhelming verdict 
of the people, at last resorted to the er- 
treme measure of impeachment, and 
a formal conviction and deposition 
failed otjy by a single vote in the Senate. 
We do not think it extravagant to say that 
the general action of Congress in the matter 
of Reconstruction, as opposed to that of Ax- 
DREW JOHNSON, was sustained by five-sixths 
of the American people; and the actual re- 
oonstruction of the ex-Rebel States was only 
accomplished in spite of and against the un- 
relenting oppositign of the President. This 
is hardly the occasion to discuss the 
polities of the President and of Congress in 
the matter of Reconstruction. Reconstruction 
is now completed, and the excitements and

Every office he obtained he forced from the 
upper class” of his party. At last he 
reached Congress, and for ten years he was 
content to represent his immediate neigh- 
bors and friends. His party refused to recog- 
nize him further. In the Presidential elec- 
tion of 1852 the State had voted for the 
Whig candidate, and, in 1853, Anprew Joun- 
son was essential to the success of the party, 
and thus he forced the old nullifiers, abstrac- 
tionists, secessionists, and aristocrats to take 
the Tailor of Greenville and make him Gov- 
ernor of the State. Two years later he was 
again called upon to meet Knownothingism, 
and succeeded. He made war on the aristo- 
cratic wing of the party, and so strong had 
he become that Tennessee was one of the 
strongest Union States at the South. It re- 
fused to secede in 1861, and, in the end, was 
declared to have seceded, by fraud and 
swindling upon the part of its executive 
officers. 

Anprrw Jounson had his faults, personal 
and political. He had many very wild politi- 
cal vagaries, which, however, despite their 
absurdity, he honestly believed in. He was 
excessively dogmatic. He was intolerant in 
his opinions, and always extreme. Owing to 
his deficient education, and his residence 
among a people who at that time were hardly 
as well improved as himself, and the personal 
antagonisms he had to encounter because of 
his humble origin and his mechanical occu- 
pation, he in early life had to resort to lan- 
guage in his popular addresses which was 
far more forcible than elegant. In the 
vituperation common on the stump in Ten- 
nessee he had but one rival, and that was the 
Whig Parson Bnowwxow, and for nearly fifty 
years these men led a life of bitter denuncia- 
tion. Jounson was perfectly at home in such 
a strife, and there were few men, in Tennes- 
see or out of it, who would venture a second 
time into that kind of discussion with him. 
In after life, when in more elevated positions, 
he could not get rid of this rude style al- 
together. It followed him to the last, attract- 
ing more unfavbrable comment in his exalted 
positions than in his earlier days. * 

He lived to an advanced age, and has gone 
down to the grave bearing many honors. His 
own intense combativeness provoked a coun- 
ter warfare on him. The country will hear 
of his death with no revival of unkindness. 
Though condemned by the nation, and at 
times regarded as a dangerous man, never- 
theless, at the grave of the Village Alderman, 
Mayor, -legislator, Congressman, Governor, 
Senator, Vice-President, and President, all 
his faults and errors will be overlooked in 
the brightnes of the epitaph,—‘‘ In the day 
of treason, he was an American patriot.” 


OUR PUBLIC WORKS. 

We print elsewhere a transcript of the 
fourteenth annual report of the Board of 
Public Works, which presents some items of 
much interest, especially with regard to our 
water facilities, which we commend generally 
to the people of Chicago, and particularly to 
the insurance interests and sore-headed news‘ 
papers of New York, which have so pér- 
sistently misrepresented the efforts made by 
Chicago to protect herself against ge 
from fire. From the report of the Board, it 
nowappears that at the time of the 1871 fire 
we had 272 miles of water-pipe; now we 
have nearly 400. There were then 1,552 
hydrants; now there are 2,607. The capac- 
ity of the Water Works at that time 
was 88,000,000 gallons per day; before 
the close of the present financial 
year, it will be 100,000,000 gallons! 
In addition to this total increase in the quan- 
tity of water,many of the old pipes and 
hydrants haye been replaced by new ones, 
and ten large fire-cisterns have been built. 
To these New York parties we commend the 
statement of the Board that, As soon as the 
new engines shall be in working order (two 
compound, condensing, beam-pumping en- 
gines, capable of raising 30,000,000 gallons 
155 feet high in twenty-four hours), namely, in 
November of this year, Chicago will be one 
of the shfest cities in the country—if not in 
the world—so f as the water-supply is con- 
cerned.” Since 1871, there have been laid 
521,387 feet of water-pipe,—or 100 miles,— 
atacost of $1,409,453; also 353 hydrants, 
of which 66 were in the North Division, 
129 in the South, and 158 in the West. 
The income from water-collections for the 
year (which ended in April) was $705,926, 
a decrease of $2,877 on the collections of the 
previous year, which was occasioned by the 
July fire, that swept away 56 acres of build- 
ings. The total income of the Water-Works 
since 1854 has been six millions ($6,086,616). 
The expenditures connected with the water- 
supply for the past year were $617,065, leav- 
ing a surplus for the year of $88,861, which 
goes to show that the Water-Works are more 
than self-su ing. 

We are glad to notice; in connection 
with the waste of water, that, in accordance 
with the suggestions of Tux Trrevnz, the 
Board recommend the general use of meters

been built. There have been expended upon 
the nine parks belonging to the city, which 
embrace about 75 acres, $40,051.54. 

These are the principal features of the re- 
port, the most important of which are those 
touching water and sewerage facilities. The 
former we once more commend to the Na- 
tional Board of Underwriters as a most com- 
plete and final answer to the New York news- 
papers which have so constantly miisrepre- 
sented Chicago. What is New York doing to 
protect itself from fire? Can it make any such 
showing as appears in this official report ? 

THE CHARTER OF 1872. 

The legality or illegality of the election by 
which it was asstimed that the charter of 1872 
was adopted will go up to the Supreme Court 
in three different guises, viz.: (1) The Ak 
dermanic contempt case decided by Judge 
WILIA; (2) the Police Board case, which 


involves some of the results of the charter; 


(3) the guo warranto case, in which the peo- 
ple ask by what authority the Mayor and 
Council are acting under the charter of 1872. 
The last-mentioned case presents more di- 
rectly than the others the issue between the 
people and the present City Government. A 
decision in the Circuit Court will probably be 
rendered to-morrow. It would be unusual, 
we believe, to give the counsel for the Mayor 
and Common Council a second opportunity 
for amending their pleas, Such an opportu- 
nity would be particularly obnoxious in the 
present case, in view of the evident purpose 
of the City Government to delay the final de- 
cision in order that the Supreme Court may 
not have a chance to pass upon it until after 
it shall be too late to hold an elec 
tion this fall under the old charter. This 
consideration will probably influence Judge 
Fanweus to refuse any further delay. The 
desire to hold their offices from six to 
eighteen months beyond the time for which 
they were originally elected has been, and is 
still, the secret of the support which the 
charter of 1872 receives from the Mayor and 
the Aldermen. They believe that if they 
can, by means of dilatory litigation, postpone 
the overthrow of the ballot-box-stuffed char- 
ter until after the regular day for fall 
election, they may be still able to hold on to 
office, with its powers and perquisites, in 
spite of the will of the people. It is proper 
that Judge Fanwetxt should take account of 
this purpose, and, having already given every 
opportunity which it is usual to give, should 
deny any further effort at delay. 

If Judge Fazw ILL. gives a decision to-mor- 
row, it will be in the ape of a judgment of 
ouster, declaring that the city has failed to 
show that it has the anthority to act under 
the charter of 1872. Of course an appeal 
will be taken immediately to the Su- 
preme Court, and, pending this appeal, 
the charter of 1872 will continue in 
force. The que warranto case carries the 
preliminary questions up to the Supreme 
Court, which will be called upon to decide in 
effect whether the election was legally called. 
‘If the Supreme Court sustains Judges Boorn 
and Fakwe.u, that will be an end of the mat- 
ter; it will have been held by the highest 
tribunal in the State that there was no legal 
election, in which case the charter could not 
have been adopted. But if the Supreme 
Court refuses to sustain the judgment of the 


Court below, then will come a trial of the 


issue whether the majority of the legal votes 
cast were in favor of or against the adoption 
of the charter. This issue comes up in two 
suits,—one in the Circuit Court, and one in 
the County Court,—one brought under the 
General Election law, and the other under 
the provisions of the Act of 1872. It will 
then be a matter of testimony as to the ma- 
jority of legal votes, whereon the ultimate 
fate of the charter depends, unless summari- 
ly disposed of because there was no legal 
election whatever, and because the voters 


+ have never had a lawful opportunity of de- 


ciding whether they want the charter or not. 

One of the organs of the repeaters and 
ballot-box-stuffers givesspecial prominence to 
the following extract from Judge Farwext’'s 
recent opinion: 

I don't think they are difficulties which necessarily 
make the election void. There is nota tendency, as I 
understand the Courts and the decisions of the Courts, 
to surround elections with technicalities and diffiicul- 


ties: so that whem people are invited to come and 
give their votes upon any questions submitted to them 


that it should be im the power of officials or anybody, 
either by their fraud er by their negligence, in any 
ordinary case, to defeat an election; and where there 
is no fraud of that character, or mistake which should 
lead the Court to set it aside, on general grounds,— 
that the real question is, how have the majority of legal 
voters voted on thia matter? That is the main question, 
If Courts are inclined to view this in a technical way, 
and to hunt for difficulties, and to seize readily upon 
technical objections, this whole business of elections 
wili come into disrepute, and will be looked upon with 
disgust by the great body of respectable citizens, 
and at least 4 great many people will be led to keep 
away from the polls when they see bow often it is that 
their votes amount to nothing. I understand it is the 
inclination of Courts, for good reasons, not to sur- 
round this question with unnecessary difficulty, nor 
to set aside elections for technica] objections, but to 
endeavor in all such cases to see that the right conelu- 
sion te arrived at, and that the voice af Ue majorily 
of the legal voters is héard, 

We fail to see that the above extract has 
any special significance that is favorable to the 
supporters of the charter or ballot-box-stuff- 
ers. It is all true enough and proper enough, 
but Judge Farnwxzt probably thought there 
was something more than mere technicali- 
ties ” and technical objections to the man- 
ner in which the charter had been submitted; 
if he had not thought so, his decision would 
have been just the reverse of what it was. 
But if the objections are not sustained, and 
the issue of illegal voting comes to trial, then 
Judge Farwerwux’s remarks apply, and among 
the first questions that will arise is how the 
number of illegal votes is to be determined 
in wards where there has been no list of 


voters kept, and no poll-books returned; or

admitted they will suffice to overthrow the 
result of the election as declared by the 
Council, which violated the injunction upon 
that body not to count the bogus returns. 
Another effort is being made to create par- 
ma has been got out of office under its oper- 
ation. This ought to have no force whatever, 
So far as M Suna is concerned, his 
term of office expires Dec. 1, and he would 
then go out of office anyway, unless the peo- 
ple see fit to re-elect him, which they would 
have a perfect right to do, and which, under 
our form of government, we know of no 
meahs to prevent.

The charter-contest is all-important 
because it includes the whole issue of the 
honesty of elections. If it holds, all future 
city elections in Chicago will be of the same 
fraudulent character as the charter election, 
for they will be heldin the spring without 
registration, and with a judicial notice to 
the repeaters and ballot-box-stuffers that they 
may follow their practices with impunity. 


GIVE BROTHER MOODY A CHURCH. 

The Great Fire of 1871 was impartial in ifs 
destruction, and therefore did not spare the 
mission-school in which Brother Moor, 
then unknown to fame beyond the limits of 
Chicago, labored for the good of the territory 
in which it was located,—a territory, by the 
way, which sadly needed the labors of some 
zealous home missiongry like Brother 
Moopy, who has now erh an evangelist 
of world-wide fame. no denomina- 
tion or congregation ry back upon for 
help in this emergency, His constituency 
was poor, ragged, and ichpecunious, and not 
only could not help in the erection of a new 
edifice, but had never contributed anything 
towards the running expenses of the old one. 
So the charitable people of the community 
and those interested in Brother Moopy’s pe- 
culiar work / took hold and commenced the 
erection of a plain, but substantial, church 
on the old site on North LaSalle street, half 
a doten blocks north of the river, and 
had succeeded in erecting one story 
when the funds gave out. The 
then set in, and it became 
impossible te raise any more money, and thus 
the building remains unfinished. It is at 
present an ungainly and unsightly blot in 
the midst o8 a section rapidly being im- 
proved with handsome buildings. 

The friends of Brother Moopy are now or- 
ganizing a movement in this city which has 
for its object the completion of the church 
pending his return from Europe. Such an 
act will be a very graceful recognition of 
Brother Moopy. He has richly earned it. 
He has conferred honor upon the city and 
has made its name more widely known and 
respected than ever before. When he left us 
upon his religious mission, he was compara- 
tively unknown out of the city; now he is 
known to the whole civilized world. When 
he left us, he had been comparatively suc- 
cessful in conducting a mission-school 
and managing the religious and charitable 
affairs of the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion; now he has thrown the whole King- 
dom of Great Britain into a religious fervor, 
and attracted thousands upon thousands of 
people to hear him discourse in his simple, 
but earnest and convincing, manner. When 
he left us, his auditors were the lowest 
classes of society; now he has talked to 
aristocrats, nobles, and royalty itself. Al- 
most at a bound, he has reached the exalted 
place held by Wr and otherevangel- 
ists, and has made his name known the 
world over. Chicago, therefore, cannot do 
less than to recognize not only what he has 
done in the cause of religion, but what he 
has done for Chicago. To finish his unsec- 
tarian church will require a comparatively 
small sum-and little time, and the testimonial 
will be but a very slight one in comparison 
with his services for piety. In this conneo- 
tion, there is another thing to be remem- 
bered. Brother Moopr now not only 
belongs to Chicago but to the whole country, 
by virtue of the remarkable unsectarian work 
he has been doing. When he returns, he 
should receive a warm welcome from Chfrago 
as well as from all the large cities in the 
United States, and it is not impossible that in 
the midst of this general enthusiasm tempt- 
ing offers will be made to secure his services. 
In all probability, St. Louis, Cincinnati, New 
York, Boston, and other cities which have a 
chronic jealousy of Chicago, will make des- 
perate efforts to get him away from Chicago, 
which must therefore be up and doing, and 
show Brother Mdéopy that he is appreciated, 
and that his wonderful work is recognized 
by his own city, We do not believe that any 
form of testimonial would be so pleasing to 
him as the completion of his unsectarian 
mission-church, about which cluster his 
fondest associations, or that anything would 
suit him better than to resume his labors 
where he inaugurated them. To do this the 
more effectively the material should be placed 
in His hands complete. The evangelizer of 
Great Britain should not be greeted with the 
sight of a half-story church, standing in all 
its deformity just as it was when he left here.

In one sense,—the most artistic. —there has 
been no revolution in Art. The student of 
beauty in form proceeds to-day to the same mod- 
els that afforded iastruction to MicaakL ANGELO 
ang THoRWALDSEN ; and these models, immortal 
as Time, and as perfect of their kind as if in- 


spired by divine suggestion and sist 


aice, srouse the same profound hom- 
age in the nineteenth century which 
Roman ertisie felt when Roman arms bore 
the palhd captives from Athens to grace the pro- 
cessions of the victors, and then to adorn the 
porticoes of the Capital of the World... The im- 
agination of man has been engaged in a constant 
quest of a perfect standard of beauty; but 
ANGELO himself, the Redeemer of Art, affirmed 
that the Greeks had arrived most nearly at its 
realization, and, instead of attempting to im- 
prove upon the fragments which remain of their 
Skill, he was content to become them scholar and 
follower, 

If one chooses to cross the material limits of 
antique designs,—to passé from the finished 
statue in grapite, bronze, or marble, into the 
Mind, as it were, of the firet aud best distinet 
School, be will discerm that the aim of Greek 
Art was to realize perfect natural types. The 
process was ove of selection and combination, 
They . discriminated between the essentigis of 
beauty and its accidentals. Wherever, in the 
models which previous Art had left, or in living 
men and women, they discerned parts or fea- 
tures which were in unison with that instinct of 
the soul which differentiates between the per- 
manent in natural sympathy and the graceful or 
appropriate phases which beauty assumes under 
local causes and shifting conditions, they seized 


the discovery, and applied it in their approxima-- 


tion toward perfect vaturail types. 
The great artists of modern times worked in 


| precisely the same manner, although they only 


aspired first to the formation of correct ideals, 
then to their accurate reproduction, but net, 
ae did the Greeks, to the creation of perfect 
types. Rar AAN deplored the paucity of beau- 
uful women, and confessed that, “to paint 
a beautiful. figure, he must see others more 
beautiful; and that he had striven hard to at- 
tain within his mind a certain ideal.” The 
sculptor Gisson chose three of the finest male 
models in Rome when working upon his 
Baccuvs.. He did not seek to reproduce 
the entirety of any one of the three, 
or that one would have been enough; but 
to select the most symmetrical parts of each, and 
combine them in his cast. Then he engaged a 
female model because the Greeks usually 
threw into Baccuus female traits.” THorwaLp- 
BEN employed over thirty models during the 
three years in which he worked upon 
his Vinos. The individual beauties of so 
many different forms, all more or less bean- 
tiful, are combined in the sculptor’s umt; aod 
the product of these common fractions is con- 
sidered the finest of modern Art. Donar o, 
the Florentine sculptor, experienced great diffi- 
culty in getting favorable models for his J uprru, 
and suffered more weariness in examin- 
ing the features and the capacity for pose 
of his feminine visitors, with a view to their 
partial adaptability for the assassin of Hor o- 
FEBNES, than in chiseling the reluctant marble. 
So ardaous was his toil that, upon giving the 
final touch to the almost palpitating form, 
he cried, “Speak now! I am sure you 
can!” This process of sacrificing. 80 
to speak, many human beings for the for- 
mation of a single material being, had the 


‘effect, naturally, of engendering familiarity and 


contempt in the artist’s mind for the person so 
employed; and the acquired habit is likely to 
grow so intense and involuntary as to be no re- 
specter of rank. Notzexens, the English 
sculptor of the middie of the last century, when 
making a bust of the King, thrust a pair of 
compasses into the monarch’s nose and ran 
some risk of putting bis Majesty's eyes out, 
while measuring the height and breadth of his 
forehead. -Rovupmiac, a French sculptor, who 
preceded NoLLExgens in England. often startled 
decorous company by exclaiming, “Madam, I 
must have your hand!”—when he merely 
meant to borrow its shapeliness. When he 
made his statue of Hinper, he said that 
80 exquisite a sense of hearing could only be 
represented by a small and elegant ear; and a 
Mise Ricu became famous for a day because she 
was able to lend him ber ear, literally, for the 
desired model. Was the artist justified in pat- 
ting Miss Rica's ear on Hanpe.’s bead? 
By the laws of ideality, he certainly was. 
He argued, probably, that, in creating 80 
great a musician as HanpeL, Nature meant to 
give bim an external organ indicative, according 
to natural harmony, of the refined sense which 
it contained. Accident thwarted Nature, aod 
the artist corrected the mishap. _ 

The two accepted models of perfect human 
beauty are the VENUS pve Mrs and the 


' APOLLO BAW; and they illustrate, with 


extraordinary minuteness, the respective char- 
acteristics of sek. This allotment of several 
distinctions,” says Wyatt, was one of-the drst 
qualities of which the works of the early 
Greeks expressed a singular appreciation. To 
their representations of the one sex, they gave 
swelling muscles, large and bony articulations, 
vigorous expression, and the appearance of sin- 
ewy elasticity, ail indicative of the highest de- 
gree of energy of life, combined with resolute 
determination. Upon the other, they implanted 
the tenderest graces, the modest elegance, the 
rounded forms, the graceful action, the timid 
restraints which modesty imposes upon 
freedom of movement in girlhood, the 
refinements of ornamenta! costume, and that 
nameless charm which haugs about the lovely 
form of woman. Even in their representations of 
the Goddess of Wisdom and of War, no unfemi- 
nine characteristic was ever introduced: a grace 
and beauty distinguished no lees the MIxxnVA 
than, in a different form, they adorn the 
Venus.” 
Praxtreces, 264 years before Cuntst, chiseled 
two Vewvuses,—one nude, the other draped. 
The people of the Island of Cos preferred the 
latter on account of its. assumed modesty, and 
purchased it—the same price being set on botn. 


It is this statue which is said to have been the 
original of the Vewvus pe Mepicis, which is the 
work of CLEeomENES, about 200 years before 
nnter. The scuiptor represents the goddess 
rising from the sea, on the ahore of Oytheresa. It 
was found, in several pieces, in Rome, in the sev- 
enteenth century; and, after remaining for some 
time in the Mid palace, whence it acquires its

The figure is 7 feet in height. The left hand 
and the right fore-arm were restored by a pupil 
of Mrcuart Ancxro, There is considerable dis- 
pute s to the genuineness of all the 
sculpture .accepted as Greek, including 
the Vewus pe Moien and the Aro 
Bevvepers. A recent Eoglish writer, LAx- 
14am, author of “A Theory of the Fine 
Arts,“ says: It is, I believe, now the opinion 
of those most competent to judge in such mat- 
ters, both archmologists and sculptors, that we 
do uot possess a single Greek statue in marble ; 
and that the Arorto of the Vatican and tbe 
Venus pe Mspicis are ‘but copies, executed 
by Roman artists, of original Greek statues, 
when it became fashionable in Rome to ape the 
manners and customs of the Greeks. ota 
But I believe the Arorto Betvepere and the 
Venus pe Mois are the only two perfect 
works which can claim to be original works of 
the highest order of Greciaa art. 

It will be interesting to note briefly famous 
other antiques frequently aliuded to in connec- 
tion with modern as well as ancient design. The 
Joris Otymrvs was a statue of ivory, gold. 
and precious stones, 60 feet in beight. The 
Father of Gods was represented on a throne ; 
in hie right band, a Victory of ivory 
and gold, with » crown and filiet; in his left 
hand a scepire. His head was crowned with 
olive, and his pallium decorated with flowers, 
animals, and birds. On each of the four corners 
of the throne, a Theban youth was being torn by 
a Sphinx, which supported a dancing Victory. 
On the bar and panels of the throne were legeud- 
ary representations,—the destruction of NIonx's 
children. the labore of Hencuies, and kindred 
myths. The fight of Tarszus with the Amazons 
was upon the base; and, on the pedestal, an 
assembly of the gods, the birth of Venus, and 
the Sun and Moon in tbeir chariots, Piss 
was the artist of this gigantic creation, 
and imitations of it exist in marble and 
bronze. Purpiss” is inscribed on the pedes- 
tal of the Betazznoruon,” which is opposite 
the Papal palace on the Monte Cavallo, iu Rome. 
The dero is about to mount Pegasus. 
The Mirerva Aru is also ascribed 
to him. it was of ivory and gold, 
and 89 feet id height. Copies of the 
statue remain on Athenian coins. The group 
of Niopg aod her children, by Scoras, 400 years 
before Curist, is ope of the most valued treas- 
ures of Florence. Niope exposes her life to 
save that of ber children, who are threatened by 
Jovz's thunderbolts. Her face and attitude 
convey mental tenderness and anxiety, 
While the stataes of the children en- 
press terror and dismay. The HvntTIne 
Dilax, in the gallery of Versailles, is 
6 feet 6 inches in height, and ite characteristic is 
suppleness and elasticity. The Venvs or Mao 
embodies those qualities which best fit a woman 
for motherhood ; it is broader across the hips 
than the Vewvus pz Mepicis. The Monte 
Baccuvus, in the Louvre gallery, is 6 feet 4 
inches ion height. It has more softness 
than the Aro Betvepers ; curis fall in pro- 
fusion about the neck and shoulders. It was 
greatly impaired when found, and the hands, 
the lower part of the arms, the right leg, und a 
portion of the left foot, are restorations. The 
HearcuLes FarneseE, repeated on gems and coins, 
and in bronze and marble, was one of 
the most famous of the early sculptures. It is 
colossal in magnitude ; represents the herd, ex- 
hausted by toil, leaning on his cluab—the muscles 
distended, the veins swollen, the head bent, and 
the face melancholy. It is said to have been 
copied by Glo from an original by Lr ros. 


If the mortality records of Pensacola should 
be annually collected aod published, and the 
number of officers who have died there while on 
duty should be indicated, perhaps the Govern- 
ment might seriously consider the expediency of 
abolishing the Navy-Yard at that point. The 
Philadelphia Times calls attention to the fact 
that the existence of the Navy-Yard causes the 
Goveroment to keep considerable garrisons at 
Fort Pickens aod Fort Barraucas, besides the 
naval force which naturally centres at such a 
point. The yard is comperatively useless in 
time of peace, and the cost of maintaining it, 
even when reckoned in dollars and cents, is an 
item to be considered. It must certainly be a 
point of considerable importance to be worth 
the valuable lives which are every year paid out 
in ite service.

HOUSEHOLD ORNAMENT. 
THE BEAUTIES OF PLASTER. 


In these days of the diffusion of intelligence 
and of cheap production there is scarcely a par- 
lor or sitting-room so poor as to be destitute of 
some ornamental objects, some pictures, statu- 
ettes, or other works of art. If these objects 
are often poor and objectionable it is 
more likely the fanit of the taste than 
of the purse of the master or mistress 
of the house, for, by the various mod- 
ern processes of reproducing good pictures (of 
which the methods of photo-eugraving are the 
chief) aod the inexpensive materials of which 
the best caste are made, good household orva- 
ments are put within the reach of all but 
the very poor. A’ Giscriminating taste is 
perbaps more widely diffused respecting pictures 
than popular works of sculpture, and some at- 
tention to the latter will not be amiss. It may 
be remarked that, while pictures answer a wider 
purpose than statuettes and casts, and are usual- 
ly and naturally found in greater abundance in 
moet bouses,

A copy of a fine painting, faithfal enough to 


be in any ways fac-simile in drawing and color, 
can only be produced by the patient and expen- 
sive labor of au accomplished artist,—a process 
far beyond the resources of ordinary persons. 
Trustworthy copies of works of the greatest 
sculptors can be boughs for one-fiftieth the 
amount that must be paid for aa equally 
good imitation of the great masters of 
painting. When one good cast has been 
procured from an origival statue, it can be re- 
produced indefinitely by mechanical processes, 
but though a similar thing is attempted im pic- 
torial ant by chromo- hy, the results are 
so inferior that few persone familiar with good 
paintings will have chromo imitations of fine 
works in their houses. The field for chromos is 
in humble, decorative, and domestic subjects. A 
plaster cast of a marble statue is by no means 
hopelessly behind the original The texture 
and travsiucency of marbie, it is true, are far 
superior to plaster, but the euperiicial form of 
the original is conveyed almom to perfection by 
a good piaster cast. 
Many of the marble of antique 
es are 80 discolored by time, or exposure, 
or being buried in the earth, that the effects of 
the fine modeling is very much impaired and 
obscured by the varying tints of the surface of 
the marble. ‘his dra back of an original actu- 
ally disappears in a copy. An American sculptor, 
familiar with caste from the autique in this 
country, wrote from Europe that he was sur- 
prised to find how littie better the originals 
abroad were tham the copies at home. It may 
be suspected, therefore, that the common excla- 
matious of tourists over the beauties of noted 
statues, when they have never looked twice at 
the copies at home, are partly a matter of con- 
vention and fashion. Caste furnishing then one 
of the readiest means of getting at the spirit of 
one principal divisiou of the greatest artists, it 
is worth while to make some 
INQUIBY INTO WHAT QUALITIES ARE TO BE SOUGHT 
FOR IN STATUETTES AND MODELS, 
and in what material these qualities are most 
often to be found. A faithful lkeness to an ad- 
wirable original work is of course the prime es- 
sential in a cast. A material of even and un- 
form color and fine texture is necessary, and 
tor the imitation of marble as transiucent quality 
is desirable. Parlor and mantel ornaments aleo 
require to be of a material that will bear wash- 
ing. We have noinexpensive material that fully 
answers all these requirements—marbie and 
real bronze are toe costly to be very abund- 
ant. Tho cheaper materials are Parian, terra- 
cotta, biscuit, lava, and plaster of Paris. ‘* Pari- 
av marble” is the storce-keepers name for = 
species of porcelain in the form of statuettes, a 
euphemism of the same character with 
Rogers’ artists“ clay” (applied to_ painted 
plaster groups), designed to affect the 
imagination of an unguspecting bg am-. 
bitious public. Real Parian marble is, of 
course, marble from the Island of Paros, a fine 
material of sculpture of which we see little.

BUILDINGS. 
THE ACTIVITY UNABATED, — 

The great number of new stores and dwellings 
that ‘are being erected in the different parts of 
the city continues to be the characteristic feature 
of the situation. The number of building per- 
mite that have been granted since the last list 
we published a week ago is thirty-eight. This, 
we believe,—one of which, that of J. Eastman, 
July 21, is for twenty-five buildings,—is more 
than has been given out in any preceding week 
this season. The significance of this enormous 
movement of capital cannot be misunderstoad 
as long as itis admitted that the value of real 
estate on the average. and in the 
long ron depends on the income it can 
be made to Field. Hardly a block in 
the city does not contain some new structure. 
The business of the loan agents feels the im- 
pulse. The movement is in no sense specula- 
tive; itis the legitimate investment of capital 
secking an income. Too much attention can 
scarcely be paid to this aspect of the real estate 
market, for it really has more promise in it of 
substantial and enduring prosperity than any- 
thing that has occurred since the panic.. We 
have given most of the details with regard to 
the new buildings m progress, but there arg still 
some to be mentioned.

A Boarding-Scheol in 1570.

Atlantic, and find amusement in visiting a poard- 
ing-school or academy of the olden time. 

the days of Good Queen Bess schools were 
few and far between, as angels visits are said to 
be, but in the Town of Norwich, England, there 
existed a celebrated “training school” for the 
youth of both sexes. 

An oid abbey furnished the requisite room, and 
high-born maideus slopt in the cells where 
nuns had once repeated their ave Marias, 
and were gathered by day in à school- room 
which had formerly u used as a refectory 
or diuing-hall. Separated from this building by 
n crumbiing stone wall of great height was the 
ancient monastery, which was now transformed 
into an academy forthe boys of Albion. Both 
buildings were well-nigh covered with beautiful 
clam bering ivy. 

The children of that day, iv dress and appear- 
1 exact miniature copies of grown-up 
people. ; 

Queen Elizabeth numbered three thousand 
robes in her wardrobe; and the datighters of 
noblemen carried with them to school from 
thirty to three hundred | 
to the wealth and station of their parents. 

Young misses of 6 to 10 years of age wore 
trains on important occasions, and, at all .imes, 
appeared in long, pointed waists, with deep 
ruilles around the neck. Silk robes were em- 
broidered with serpents, ana birds, and ostrich 
in bright colors. Handxerchiefs were trimm 
with gold lace and sometimes ‘ornamented 
with a dozen solid gold or silver buttons, which 
must have been particularly nice for 
noses. Sleeves were worn separate from dresses, 
and often of different material. Ladies and 
children's boots were made with heels two iach- 
es bigh, which were called pantofies, and both 
boots and slippers were freqaently trimmed with 


artificial flowers. 

Young lads, wore sleeves of large size and 
gay colors, Wigs not, in 1570, become fash- 
ionabie for children, but their hair was often 
d Garters were worn conspicuously by men 
aod boys, and were a test of rank and fashion. 
It is on record that these articles, for state ocea- 
sions, sometimes cost “ four score pound a pair,” 
equal to some three hundred and fifty dollars of 
our money. : : 

The tops of boots were of embroidered linen, 
and shirts were often embroidered in gold thread.

Hashes and stews formed the princi food

FINANCIAL. 

The week closed with a dull record, Little has been 
done in the loam market beyond méeting the regular 
applications of customers, who borrow the smallest 
amounts compatible with making their engagements. 
The scarcity of good outside paper continues to be 
one of the unattractive features of the situation. 
Good borrowers, outside of the usual customers of 
the banks, are unfrequent, and the surplus of the 
banks which is dependent upon this class of custom- 
ers for employment still accumulates, Rates are con- 
sequently affected, and parties with acceptable in- 
dorsements or collaterals can make more favorable 
terms than has been possible in this market till this 
season. The use of funds by the Board of Trade is 
limited by the fact that the differences between the price 
of cash wheat and that for future delivery lea ves no 
profit in carrying it. The regular mercantile demand 
shows the effect of the slowness of coliections, but 
only to a limited extent, 

Rates of discount at the banks are 8@10 per cent to 
regular customers, To good outside borrowers, with 
the right kind of security, rates are made 2 or 3 per cent 
lower; loans cam be made by such at 6 per cent for 60 
days. 

On the street, business is light. The offerings of 
good commercial paper sre sufficient to meet the de- 
mand. Rates are 6018 per cent, 

New York exchange was quoted at the same rates as 
on the day before, but with a firmer tendency, Sales 
were made a} 280 discount between banks for $1,000, 

There is movement of currency to the wheat dis- 
tricts, but it is not large, 

The clearings Saturday were $3,256,619.35; for the 
week, $21, 201,585.36; for the corresponding week of 
last year they were $18,462, 212.02. 

THE ENGLISH FAILURES AND THE BANKS. 

The London joint stock banks have made up their 
semi-annual statements to the close of June, which 
enable the public to form some idea of the extent to 
which they have been losers by the recent failures. 
The London and Westminster Bank has appropriated, 
fer the purpose of covering bad debts, £600,000, the 
London Joint Stock Bank £89,000, and the Union 
Bank of London £100,000, making a total for the three 
banks of about $3,400,000. Large as these amounts 
may appear, they are but trifling compared with the 
enorm ou sums at risk of these institutions. The 
banks make prov@ion for these contingencies by 3 
yearly contri)ution tos reserved fund, intended for 
the double purpose of securing a fixed rate of divi- 
dend on the paid-up capital and to meet unusual 
losses. The aggregate of the reserve funds of the 
three banks here mentioned was, on the Ist of July, 
42,100,000; which, after providing for these extraor- 
dinary losses, will be reduced to £1,411,000, The 
Union Bank and the Joint Stock Bank have made 
their usual dividend at the rate of 16 per cent per an- 
num, but had to forego the luxury of a bonus, and are 
likely to have to do so for some future half years 
until these withdrawals from the reserve fund are 
recouped. The Westminster, however, has made a 
dividend at the rate of only 10 per cent per annum, 
withholding s portion of the dividend to compensate 
for the depletion of the reserve.

THE LOST BALLOON, 


The Body of Prof. Donaldson Undoubt- 
edly Seen Off Twenty-second 
Street. 


Unavailing Efforts to Grapple It 
in a Heavy Sea. 


The Remains Will Probably Be Se- 
cured This Morning. 


The body of Prof. Donaldson; the unfortunate 
balloonist, is now undoubtedly floating in the 
heavy sea off the foot of Twenty-fifth 
or Twenty-ninth street. It was discovered 
about 8 o'clock last evening by Officer 
Coughlin, of the Twenty-second Street Police 
Station, and when seen, as it was repeatedly, 
was lifted way above the water by the moun- 
tainous sea. The body is dressed in a black 
cost and black pants, and has a black mus- 
tache. 

Coughlin called to bis assistance several other 
Officers, among them Ryan, Maloney, Mahoney 
and Cass, of the Cottage Grove station, and two 
otber policemen from the Twenty-second sireet 
station. 

A grappling-iron aad a long rope was procured, 
and numerous efforts were made to secure the 


corpse, but without avail. At ove time Coughlin 
threw the hook over the body, and 
it caught in the coat, but tne sea was co strong 


as to throw the ofticer flat on the 
pier, and cause him to de nearly 
washed into the lake. The grappling- 


iron loosed its hold, and the body rose and pi oh- 
ed in the great sea, aod floated off toward Twen- 
+y-third street, where it disappeared in the dark- 
ness. 

There is a long pier at Twenty-ninth street, 
and it is expected that his body will drift 
there and remain. Officers Coughlin and 
Cass are on the alert for it, and at daylight thie 
morning will endeavor to fiod it. All the 
officers engaged in the effort to bring the body 
ashore have no doubt but that it is that of Don- 
aldson, ae there are no other persons bat him and 
Grimwood missing, and the terrific sea which 
bas been ruuuiog for the past three dars aud 
nights must have washed them oa this shore.

Prof. Babcock Gives His Opinion Con- 
cerning the Deeds. 


They Were Written Subsequent te Their 
Alleged Dates. 


The Defense Begin Operations. 


The fifth day of the Turner case was entered 
upon yesterday morning. About an hour was 
consumed in argumet ta upon the admissibility 
of certain evidence, to obtain which the prosecu- 


tien wished to re-examine Reed. The Court 


ruled against the prosecution, and another wit- 
ness was called. 

: HUGH CHITTICK 

testified that he resided in the [own of Lake, 
and was a farmer. He knew both Rudolphus K. 
and Howard A. Turner; bad known the first 
since the spring of 73, when he called 
at the house of witness aud said that 
he bad a claim on his land. The 
witness went to Chicago to see him at the Sher- 
man House in regard to the matter, and there met 
Howard A. also. The witness bought his land 
in 67 or 68. taking possession when he bought 
it, He bought itfrom Jobn Gavin, who had 
owned it from 66 or 57. Turner said be had a 
prior elaim, and offered to compromise for half 
the land. Turner exhibited twodeeda, which he 
said established his claim. 

Mr. Barnum handed a couple of deeds to the 
witness, who identified them. The witness re- 
lated a conversation with Rudolphus K. Turner 
in regard to the Hamilton-Helen O'Hara Harrell 
deeds. Turner offered witness $10,000 anda 
quit-ciaim on bis property if he would keep Mrs. 
Helen O'Hara Harrell at his house, give ber 
plenty of whisky, opium, and tobacco, until 
the suite on the de were concluded. 
Mrs. Harrell left the home of witness on the last 
day of 1874. Rudolphus and Howard both wis- 
ited her. Duriag the last few months of ir 
stay Howard visited ber about twive a week, aud 
Rudolphus occasionally. They generally visited 
iu the evem It would take an hour or two 
for the o/d lady to fix herself up, paint ber lips 
and cheeks, powder berself, etc. The wituess 
always told Turner that the deeds were forged. 
Turner never denied it, but said if they were he 
did not do it. and was going to make what he 
could out of them. In a conversation about the 
Halford deeds, Turner said he did not get much 
himself; that Judge Skinner got a good deal, 
and Goudy & Chandler got a great deal, too. 
He said he had to hire the best lawyers 
to make an impression ou tbe Courts, 
and be did not have much left for 
himeelf, and therefore could not afford to let 
witvess off unless he kept Mrs. Helen O'Hara 
Harrell, and gave her plenty of whisky, opiam, 
and tobacco to keep her up to the sticking point. 
Howard A. Turner took ber away in his carriage, 
in order to get ber some place where they could 
get at her better. The witness had not seen ber 
sine, and did not know where she was taken. 

Mr. Stoirs began to cross-examine the witness, 
and badgered him about the old lady's drinking 
babita, whether the witoess bad not taken the 
old ladg’s whisky, &c., until the witness appealed 
to the Court for protection against a gang of 
forgers. Mr. Storrs next endeavored to ques- 
tion the witness with intent to show that witoess 
imposed on the old woman in money affairs. The 
witness, who was an houest-lookiug farmer, got 
angry again, and said it would take more forges 
thao the lawyers could bring up to show any 
dishonesty in his action. The Court ruled that 
testimony in regard to the re’ations of witness 
and Mrs. Harreil wasinadmissible. The witness 
testified that he went to Washington the fall 
of 1873 to try to find the woman. as he was en 
deavor ng to discover whetber she was a myth or 
uot. The old lady came on to Iil:nois with him on 
her own notion, and came to bie bouse at the 
suggestion of ber lawyer. The witness let her 
stay at the instance of Iurner. The letters be- 
tween Turner and the old lady shown in court 
witness laid hold upon as material to enable him 
to escape the toils of a gang of forgers. 

JOUN BR. CABE 
testified that he was a part owner of the parcel 
of land known as the Halford tract. In 1873 
Radolphus K. Turver came to witness and ex- 
h bited deeds .hrough Helen O'Hara Harrell. 
giving him claim to the property. In June, 
1378, both the Turuers came to the office of wit 
ness in Chicago, Rudolpbus K. stated that ne 
bad a title to the land f:om James Halford down. 
An appointment was made for a subsequent 
meeting. when the Turwere were to exbibit the 
papers. This was io July, 1873. Turver’s claim 
was from Halford, the original owner, to 
Empson Hamilton, and from ber to Helen 
O'Hara Barrell. As a result of the conversation, 
witness compromised the matter, giving Turner 
half the property, —80 acres. 
Joux B. STRONG 
testified that be lived in Chicago, formerly in 
Missouri. He knew James Reed and aiso Ru- 
dolphus K. Turner. He became acquainted 
with Reed in Missouri abd with Turner in this 
city in September, 1874. He bad seen Rudolphus 
K. Turner and Reed together iv the Grand Pa- 
Cific five or six times. He bad seen them ins 
room together several bours at atime, The 
witpees bad heard couversations. They were 
talking about land titles. On Oct. 29 there was 
an altercat.on m their room, No. 42 or No, 45 
Witness was in the room, and Samuel Kale also. 
Kale was the one who tad introduced 
the wituess to Turoer. The quarrel was a

He bad used the micro- 
scope in examinations for twenty-two years; had 
paid special attention to writenge for the last 
two or three years. He bad been « teacher of 
penmaoship for over twenty years, and was an 
expert in the characteristics of handwri ing.

iued the witness as to his career 
asa teacher, bis opportunities for perfecting 
- hemself in the use of the microscope, etc. Ihe 
witvess testified that hie attention for years was 
directed to the structure of piants, and the pro- 
cesses of crystallization. Of late years he had 
investigated the comparative antiquity of 
writings. He had previously been calied upon 
to testify as to whether the y of a deed was 
written at or near the time of the signature. 
It was possible in iron inks to tell, when two 
lines or ossed each other, which of the two was 
the oldest, if any considerabie interval of time 
had elapsed between making them. 

The Court decided that Prof, Babeoek could 
testify as an expert, and the Professor was rent 
vo bring his microscopical apparatus in court.

The Light of Reason Put Out- Flight 
from Cruelty te an Encounter 
with Rats,

Duwmonz, Pa., July 27.—Throngh the brutali- 
ty of a miner in the employ of the Pennsylvania 
Coal Company at this place a mule boy in the 
same mine was recently put to so terrible an ex- 
periepce in one of the Company's abandoned 
mines that he has become, it is feared, hopeless- 
ly insane, and has been sent to the lunatic asy- 
lum in Daoville, Montour County. 

The miner’s name is James Barrett. The boy 
is ason of a poor widow, and although but 14 
years of age, contributed largely to her support, 
His name is James Gallagher. The man Bar- 
rett, it seems, wasisin the habit of abusing 
the lad ma most shameful manner, having vo 
apparent cause gave a mere personal antipathy. 
The boy stood in mortal fear of Barrett. A

WESTERN UNION STOCK, 
New Tonk, July 81.—T be Tribune says: “A 
member of the -Executive Committee of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, well ac- 
quainted with Commodore Vanderbilt, was ques- 
tioned as to the truth of the report that Vander- 
bilt was ready to sell out hie stock. He said: 
‘Mr. Vanderbilt is perfectly willing to part with 
any speculative stock, and such is the Western 
Union, but he is intensely stubborn. The stock 
he holds cost him 86, and he never will sell ata 
loss, If it can be got up to the 90s, the Com- 
modore will seli out to Jay Gould, or any one 
who will give him his price; but the retirement 
of Vaudervilt from the Board would not neces- 
sarily involve a retirement of his friends. Van- 
derbilt bas a large number of foliowers in all 
the enterprises which he enters into, aod in 
our Board, Messrs. Schell, Work, Harker, Dur- 
kee, and Thorne are ali looked upon as his 
friends. All have been identified with the 
management of the Company. : 
they would sell out their stock, even if Vander- 
bilt should. There is $35,000,000 of Western 
Union stock in sil. The Commodore holds 
$5,000,000, and his friends $11,000,000 more, 
making $16,000,000 in all,—enough to control the 
Boaid at all the elections. lf Gould desires to 
control this Board, be will have to buy out the 
Vanderbilt clique, as well as the Commodore. 
He to-day owns more of the Western Union stock 
than does Vanderbilt. It is well known in our 
Board that Jay Gould owas $7,500,000 of Western 
Union stock, against the $5,000,000 held by the 
Commodore. Should he buv out the interest of 
Vanderbilt, which the iatter is quite willing to 
sell the moment the stock :ises above 86, Gonl.i, 
with his $7,500,000, will be very near co: ntroil.iog 
the Board.

THE -COMMITTEE 

appointed at the recent meeting of the Board of 
Trustees of the Chicago University to prepare 
an address to the public setting forth the causes 
which led to the removal of Dr. Moss, delegated 
the preparation of that paper to a sub-coramittee, 
which has concluded its labor, and the address, 


after revision and slight amendment, will be 


made public this week. It will give a detailed 


history of the coutroversy which has agitated 


the University, showing that the majority of the 
Board has been constantly hamvered in its 
action by the minority, and mtimating that the 
majority will now, vindicate the wisdom of its 
policy, and pursue what it believes to be the 
wisest cousse for the institution. 
Dr. Burroughs stated to a Tam reporter 
yesterday that he had a gentleman in his mind 
whom he hoped to see in the Presidency by the 
opening of the next college year. The applica- 
tions of students for admission indicate a good 
attendance for the opening, and Dr. Boise and 
other members of the facuity are busy making 
the needful preparations,

MOCK-AUCTIONS. 
To the Editor of The Chicaco Tribune: 

Cutcaao, July 81.—In to-day’s issue of Tux 
Tuner you bave quite a lengthy article on 
mock-auctions andthe bunko basiness as it is 
carried on in Chicago. The subject, Ladmit, has 
become somewhat threadbare, but I think I have 
a little new light and some good evidence on the 
subject. Ina quiet way I have been interested 
in doing what I could to save would-be victims 
from the snares of these vultures for the past 
year, and have met with some very singular 
cases unrecorded. But what I desire to cail 
your attention to more particularly ia this is the 
pause which led to the lull spoken of in 
to-dav's issue of the mock-auction business here 
last winter. It was not caused by anything said 
in the newspapers or any interference by the 
police, but by the action of two men, common 
citizens. In the early part of last winter a couple 
of wealthy and influential gentlemen of New 
York came to Chicago for the purpose of going 
into business, but not meeting with the encour- 
agement they desired, they remained here during 
the winter unemploved, but being of energetic 
disposition they could not remain quiet. Their 
attention was called to this curse upon our city. 
the bunkv business and =mock-auction 
game, and they set themselves to work to break 
up the last-pamed business, and for a time they 
did. Their first move was to examine the law. 
They then visited the auction room, were pres- 
ent and saw the auctiooecer victimize a man. 
Ther at once secured the victim, took him before 
the Mayor, stated the case, and demanded the li- 
cense be revoked. I am credibly informed that 
the Mayor was rather slow to have anything todo 
in the matter ai firat, but they demanded it, showed 
him the law, and produ the victim and the 
tvo witnesses, and Mr. Mavor came to time. 
They kept this up until every mock-suction in 
the city was usedup. They secured tbe arrest 
of some two or three parties for a week or more 
at a time, and they became so well known to the 
auctioneers that as soon as they entered the 
room the sales were adjourned. They were 
threatened on every occasion wi'b assassination 
unless they withdrew, but they were men 
not to be put down, and the result 
was a complete suppression of the mock-auction 
business in Chicago for four months. This 
spring one of the gentlemen went to Europe and 
the other to New York, and in less than a month 
after their departure the auction-dodge began 
again. I make this statement to sbow what the 


efforts of one or two men can do who will go at 


the work in earnest and not be scared, and I ven- 
ture the assertion that one or two good men 
armed with the proper authority could break up 
the bunko-business in Chicago in less than six 
weeks. Iam satisfied so long as we look to the 
police we shall look in vain. L. Hapuex.

THE FLOATING HOSPITAL. 
ITS AIMS AND REQUISEMANTS. 
To the Eaitor of The Chicago Tribune 


Onrcaco, July 31.—It has been deemed prop- 
er, on the pari of those who are associated in the 
work of the Floating Hospital, that an authorita- 


tive statement sbould be given to the public rel- 
ative to ite aim and requirements. 

So far as is known tothe Executive Commit- 
tee, the purpose of the Association has generally 
commended itself to the people of Chicago; and 
those that have responded to the few ap- 


peals made for its support have acted in a spirit 


which affords encouragement for the future. 


The aim of the Floating Hospital Association 


is primarily not to afford recreative pleasure ex- 
cursions to the poor. It is to remove sick chil- 
drep and infaats with their mothers to a part of 


the lake where they may be surrounded by pure 
air and a cooler temperature than that of the 


shore between the hours of 9in the morning 


and6in the afternoon. It is to relieve the 


suffering and diminish the- mortality among 
infants that have thus far proved so disastrous 
to our cities during the heated term. It is not 
to administer medicines, but to remove the 
source of disease for which those medicines 
might have been given. 

t is not intended to benefit the poor only, 
though its benetite are designed to be extended 
gratuitously to all. The sick children of all 
tamilies compelled to remain in the city during 
the summer are subjected to the same adverse 
influences, and shouid alike cipate in the 
advantages offered by the Floating Hospital 
steamers. 

For the present week, the steamer Lake Breeze 
has been chartered, and will make her tifth and 
sixth trips on Monday and Tuesday, Aug. 2 and 
3, starting at 9 o'clock each morning from 
the wharf at the foot of Rush street. Those 
who desire to secure excursion privileges for 
sick infants need apply only at the boat, pro- 
vided with a physician's certificate of illness. 
The latter is not, however, indispensable. Tick- 
ets were issued for the first trips ouly, and will 
not be fuither required unless, in the future, 
the demand for accommodation on board the 
vessel exceeds its capacity. Due notice will be 
given of any such emergency. No children af- 
fected with contagious diseases are admitted to 
the steamer. We desire particularly to assure 
the public of the perfect cioanliness of the lat- 
ter, and the immunity from ali danger in this 
regard. A phveician accompanies each excur- 
sion, who is authorized to reject all applicauts 
exhibiting suspicious symptoms. & 

The attending physician is not authorized to 
administer remedies, except in an emergency. 
Nec medicines can be procared before 
leaving the shore on the advice of family or dis- 
pensary physicians, The excursions are organ- 
ized to supply pare air aod cool temperatures, 
not to admimister drugs. It is desired that the 
children may make consecutive trips on consecu- 
tive days until entirely relieved from all sym 
toms of bowel disorder. It is believed that in 
this way the greatest good may be obtained from 
the trips, as such a course has thus far been at- 
tended with the best results. A lunch is pro- 
vided at noon on the steamer, together with an 
abundance of fresh milk for the children who 
require it. 

t is hoped that the work which has been be- 
gun this summer may be continued during the 


next, and eventually result in the building of a 


barge capable of conveving 2,000 children upon 
the lake on one excursion;,—a vessel similar to 
that already built for such purpose iu the City 
of New Yors, and now in daily use there.

THE COAL EXCHANGE. 
COAL RECEIVED TO DATE. 

A largely attended meeting of the Chicago 
Coal Exchange was held in the rooms of the 
Association, No. 62 of the Metropolitan Block, 
yesterday afternoon. Mr. O. W. Goit occupied 
the chair. 

The Secretary, Mr, Joseph Kirkland, read a 
report showing the amount of coal received by 
lake during the present season, which was 
classified as follows: Anthracite, 172,000 tons ; 
bituminous, 57,000 tons,—against 190,000 tons 
of anthracite, and 135,000 tons of bituminous 
coal received by lake during a corresponding 
period in 1874. The report showed that 100,000 
tons of anthracite had been carried over from 
1873, while there was no balances from the suc- 
ceeding year. Despite strikes and other troubles, 
the coal trade was in a healthy condition, and 
would, doubtless, continae to improve.
